Mounted Police Take Trail.

When they sighted the police the despera- 
does jumped for a street car. As the police 
shouted a warning to the conductor he tried 
to beat them back, and his answer was two 
bullet wounds in the abdomen, from which 
he fs expected to die any minute. 

No passengers were in the car and the 
motorman ran at the first shot. Then the 
bandits barricaded themselves and waited 
for the police and citizens. As they came up 
the two opened a deadiy fire.

Duty of the Shipper. | | 

“We shall take up these subjects In the 
order stated, the first being whether a ship- 
per can, without error, be convicted of ac- 
cepting a concession from the lawful pub- 
lished rate, even though it is not shown, as 
bearing on the matter of intent, that the ship- 
per, at the time of accepting such conces- 
sion, knew what the lawful published rate 
actually was—a view of the law that is em- 
bodied in the charge, and carried out in the 
ruling excluding certain proffered testimony, 
including that of one Edward Bogardus, 
who, being in absolute charge of the trafiic 
affairs of plaintiff in error during the period 
covered by the transactions, offered to testify 
that during that period he did not know any- 
thing about an 18 cent rate over the Alton 
railroad; that his attention had never 
called to any such rate by any person, 
by the examination of any document; and 
that it was his understanding and belief, 
based on what he was told by one Hollands, 
tariff clerk for the Alton railroad, that the 
rate over the Alton road was 6 cents: and 
that such rate had been filed with the inter- 
state commerce commissicn. 


Clerk Explains His Error. 


Hollands, who was galled by the gov- 
ernment, had previously testified that he 
had no recollection of telling Bogardus that 
the 6 cent rate (a commodity rate) had been 
filed withethe interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 

“ But, answering on his voir dire, the jury 
being excused, Hollands further stated that 
he regarded 6 cents per 100 pounds as the 
oil rate between Whiting and Hast St. Louis; 
that he regarded a certain application sheet 
which covered Whiting at Chicago rates and 
the sheet for Chicago, taken together, as 
showing a 6 cent commodity rate; that when- 
ever he spoke of a rate on this commodity 
between Whiting and East St. Louis he had 
in mind those papers; and that ff he had been 
asked by Bogardus or anybody else whether 
there was a rate between Whiting and East 
St. Louis he would have answered that there 
was, and that it was filed, and that such rate 
was 6 cents; which evidence thus proffered 
was excluded by the court for the sole reason 
that, as a matter of fact, as the court (not 
the jury) found the fact to be, the application 
sheet containing this 6 cent commodity rate 
had not been filed with the interstate com- 
merce commission. Had the court found, as 
a fact, that that sheet had been so filed, or, 
submitting that question to the jury, had the 
jury found that that sheet had been so filed, 
the 6 cent rate given to Bogardus admittedly 
would have been the lawful published rate. 


Issued by Competing Line. 

“In addition to this, Bogardus was offered 
as a witness to prove that a tariff prescribing 
a rate of 6% cents per 100 pounds from Whit- 
ing to East St. Louis was issued by the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois Ra flroad company, 
a competing line, Oct. 9, 1805, and Med with 
the interstate commerce commission Oct. 11. 
1895; that such tariff sheet was among the 
tariff files in possession of the plaintiff in 
error; that plaintiff in error, during the period 
named, shipped thereunder a large number of 
cars of petroleum and its products from 
Whiting to Past St. Louis over the Eastern 
Ihinois at said rate, and that such rate of 64 
cents was equivalent, to the shipper, of the 
rate of 6 cents over the Alton, owing to a 
quarter of a cent terminal charges, all of 
which evidence was excluded, as also the 
offer of the tariff sheet itself, produced from 
the files of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, and an amendment thereto filed in April, 
1903. 


Quotes Views of Landis. 


“The relation between the action of the 
trial court in thus excluding this evidence 
and the charge of the court on the subject of 
knowledge is apparent. The view embodied 
in the charge is as follows: 

The indictment alleges that the defend- 
ant accepted the concession knowingly. To 
sustain this averment the proof need not 
establish that the defendant hed actual 
knowledge of the lawful rate. It was the 
duty of the defendant to diligently endeavor 
in good faith to get from the Chicago and 
Alton company thé lawful rate by applying 
to the Alton company at one of its freight or 
traffic offices or depots. 

In making this endeavor the defendant 
is presumed to have known that the railway 
company would be guilty of a misdemeanor 
if it gave the defendant a rate on interstate 
traffic which was not set down on paper and 
a copy of the schedule filed with the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

„The defendant must also be presumed 
to have known that the defendant would be 
guilty of a misdemeanor if it accepted a mate 
for the transportation of property in inter- 
state commerce which was lower than a rate 
thus published at a railway station or traffic 
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lawful published rate was—if the plaintiff 
in error, in the transactions before us, was 
bound, at its peril, first to successfully dis- 
entangle the Alton's confused tariff sheets, 
and then correctly to interpret them—the evi- 
dence excluded could have had little deter- 
minative weight in any judgment of the jury. 
upon the gullt or innocence of the shipper. 

“ But if, on the contrary, it is necessary to 
a conviction of a shipper of accepting a con- 
cession fram the lawful published rate that 
it should first be shown, as bearing on intent, 
that the shipper knew what the lawful pub- 
lished rate was, the evidence offered and ex- 
cluded clearly relates to the fact of such 
knowledge, and was erroneously excluded, 
because the plai:tiff in error was thereby de- 
prived of its right to have the judgment not 
of the court alone ‘but of the jury aes to 
whether the plaintiff in error actually had 
such knowledge as charged him with an 
intent to violate-the law. 

Indeed the whole question is the funda- 
mental one of whether a shipper is guilty, 
under the interstate commerce act, of having 
accepted a rate less than the lawful published 
rate, even though he does not know at the 
time that the rate accepted was in fact less 
than the published rate, thereby having no 
intent to violate the law; or, as the Supreme 
court states the question In Armour Packing 
company vs. United States, whether ‘ ship- 
pers who pay a rate under the honest belief 
that it is the lawful! published rate, when in 
fact it is not, are Mable, under the statute, 
because of a duty resting on them to inform 
themselves as to the existence of the ele- 
ments essential to establish arate as required 
by law,’ 


Hits. Liquor Case Precedent. 

The trial court was doubtless influenced 
by jucicial holdings in cases under statutes 
against smuggling, the sale of liquors to 
minors, and other cases arising out of the 
fiscal and police regulations, for the mere 
violation of which,. irrespective of the mo- 
tive or intent, certain penalties are enforced 
(Greenleaf on Evidence, Sec. 21; 1 Whar- 
ton Crim. Law, 10 Ed. sec. 28 a: U. 8. vs. 
Bayareé.-16 Fed. 876. and other cases cited); 
and thus influenced, proceeded on the view 
that if the shipper can by diligent endeavor 
decipher out of the tariff sheets, no matter 
how entangled or confused they may be, a 
rate that a court, upon subsequent investi- 
gation, no matter how close the question thus 
raised may be, determines to be the lawful 
published tariff rate, under all the circum- 
stances named, the shipper may not plead 
that under information from the carrier, or 
any other investigation short of diligent re- 
search on his own account, he mistook an- 
other rate to be the lawful published rate— 
may not plead that he had no intent to violate 
the law. 


Act to Promote Trade. 


“In this interpretation ef the interstate 
commerce law, so far as it relates to ship- 
pers, we cannot concur. The cases cited by 
the government, such as those requiring 
liquor sellers, at their peril, to know whether 
the person to whom a drink is sold is a 
minor, or within the prohibitiongsof the act or 
not, are not controlling, nor persuasive. The 
interstate commerce act was intended to pro- 
mote, not to restrain, trade and commerce 
to secure fair dealing in commerce through 
uniformity, not to put obstructions in the 
way of commerce (Texas and Pacific railroad 
ve. interstate commerce commission, 162 
U. S. 197.) Surely the farmer who brings his 
produce to town to. be shipped to the city 
markets, or the emall merchant shipping 
to the country, or the hogseholder who ships 
hie furniture, when changing his residence, 
were nét meant by the interstate commerce 
law to be guilty of having accepted a conces- 
sion, merely because they took the word of 
the carrier or his agent, as to what the rate 
was, accepting such rate stated, in the honest 
belief that it was in fact the regularly estab- 
lished rate. | 

In this respect the shipper and the carrier 
stand on different ground. The carrier is re- 
quired. by a separate provision of the law to 
establish and publish rates (section G and is 
forbidden to charge or collect from the ship- 
per, a rate greater or less thon such estab- 
liahed and published rate; and as to the car- 


isiation or by judicial decree, to inflict in- 
justice on a subject, ie to injure itself more 
than its victim. And the court should, in all 
circumstances, so interpret both the com- 
mon law and the statutes as to avoid this 
wrong; and though it is true that large sh p- 
pers like the plaintiff in error do not usually 
take the word of the carrier as to what the 
rate is, but examine for themselves the tariff 
sheets, and have all the knowledge that !s 
necessary to an intelligent examination, from 
which it might easily follow, as a matter 
bearing wholly on the weight of the evidence. 
that professions of ignorance upon the part 
of such shipper would stand on a different 
plane of credibility from a plea of ignorance 
put forward by the ordinary shipper, it does 
not, on that account, follow that the ultimate 
question of intent, to be submitted to the 
jury, is not the same whether the shipper 
be a large one, or a small. one; for the la w is 
the same for all shippers, the duty de- 


volving on the government is the same—vis.: - 


that before conviction, there must be proof 
of all the facts upon which the shipper’s of- 
fense is predicated. 


Error a Real Injustice. 


“This view of what is essential to consti- 
tute the offense makes it plain that the trial 
court was in error, as a matter of law, in the 
application, to the case of a shipper, of the 
principles that the trial court applied to this 
case. And this error is made all the plainer, 
lifting it from what might otherwise be con- 
sidered a mere technical error, to the level of 
a real substantial error, when the exact na- 
ture of the so-called tariff published and 
filed, relied upon by the government as the 
lawful rate, are scrutinised; and when the 
rate that the trial court deciphered out of 
these papers is compared with admitted rates 
on other roads for the same products, and 
with the admitted rates on the same road 
for like products. 

„The tariff sheet relied upon as the lawful 
published rate filed with the interstate com- 
merce commission is tariff sheet No. 24 of the 
Chicago and St. Louis Traffic association, 
and the first thing to be noted is that. this 
tariff? sheet No. 24 makes no reference, by 
name, to petroleum or the products of pe- 
troleum. 

On the face of that tariff sheet no 18 cent 
rate for petroleum or the products of pe- 
troleum appears. The 18 cent rate was only 
arrived at by a process of circumlocution— 
that is to say, on the face of these tariff 
sheets there was found the printed line goy- 
erned by Illinois classification except as noted 
herein; then by turning to a classification 
adopted by the railroad and warehouse com- 
mission of Illinois, Sept. 7, 1899, it was found 
that petroleum and ite products were set 
down in the ‘ fifth class’; and then by turn- 
ing back to tariff sheet No. 24 it was found 
that the rate set down far the fifth class’ 
was 18 cents per 100 pounds. 

And so, out of this process of reference 
and cross reference, the lawful published 
rate was evolved by the trial court to be 18 
cents, not because it so appeared on the face 
of the tariff sheets, but because, by reference 
to other sheets—sheets fixing, not the rates, 


but classification, and that not by the inter- 


state commerce commission or the carrier. 
but by the. Illinois. railway commission—it 
could be so figured out. 


Case Raises Nice Questions. 


Now many nice judicial questions are 
raised in this case upon the accuracy and 
validity of the result thus arrived at. Tariff

Each Carload Not Offense. 


“This brings us to the second question:

No 
one has intimated that any one connected 
with the Appellate court is Im the market, 
but court attachés have friends, and the quick 
advance in Standard Oil stock would Indi- 
cate the latter were either in possession of 
definite information, or were good guessers 
ef the judicial mind. 


Trading Relatively Small. 


The trading in Standard Ol yesterday, 
after the announcement of the decision, was 
relatively small. The total amounted to 
but 145 shares. But a stock selling at $650 
a sharé offers an investment that only few 
people can afford to deal with. 

The influence of the decision was quick on 
the New York curb; where Standard Oil 
stock is dealt in. The shares are not listed 
on the New York stock exchange, and the 
trading in them is in the street market. The 
New Fork curb market is conducted by a 
group of ng men called brokers, who, 
rain or shine, may be found yelling their bid 
and asked prices for curb securities. It is 
a big customer, however, who has $650 for 
a $100 share of stock, and the young men 
on the New York curb have not had much 
to do in the shares, although such quotations 
as were made were of an advancing cher- 
acter. 

The shares opened on the curb at $650, 
which was $4 above the last price of Tues- 
day, and then sold down to $645. During 
ali last week, when the stock began to move 
upward from §@0T a share; the transactions 
totaled onty 3382 shares. Thé stock never has 
been widely distributed with the public. 
More than 550,000 shares are held by thirty~- 
one stockholders, representing original 
Standard Oil men or their estates. 

Until the stock began to recover from the 
low price of $390 a share, reached last fall, it 
had been declining consistently since legit- 
lative and legal campaigns against the com- 
gany began to make headway in 1905. 


Starts Wave of Confidence. 

The court's decfeion or rather the ehtici- 
pation of it, had a much wider influence than 
the trifling business in Standard Olli stock.

Kankakee’s Veteran Newspaper Man, 
Who 2 Worked for Greeley, 
Su bs to Tilness.

| MILITIA CAUSE OF ARSON. 


Bandits Resent Camping of Soldiers on 
Company’s Grounds.

Hopkinsville, Ky., July 22.--[Special.]—As 
a result of the establishment of militia on 
the Illinois Central railway grounds in the 
village of Cobb, in Caldwell county, night 
riders have declared war on the railroad. 
In a triple raid, one of the most daring in a 


Princeton, Ky. 

The raids were simultaneous and all were 
carried out without a hitch. At the townsof 
Gracey, in Christian county; Cereulean 
Springs, in Trigge county, and Otter Pond, in 
Caldwell, the Illinois Central today is with- 
out stations for the handling of passenger or 
freight business.

Riders Strike Quick Blow. 

Yesterday the state authorities established 
a military camp at Cobb, permission having 
been obtaimed from the In mois Central offi- 
cilals to locate tents on the company's prop- 
erty. A few hours later the night riders 
struck. All of the attacks occurred shortly 
after 1 o'clock, the work of three separate 
divisions of the band, acting apparently under 
similar orders. 

In Gracey, in this county, there probably 
were twenty night riders. They went first 
to the exchange of the Cumberland Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company, where they 
captured the operator, Thomas McBride, and 
three men who were in the building. 


Sack of Mail Burned. 


The riders proceeded to the depot. Kind- 
ling and coal oil were taken from one of the 
buggies and a fire was soon started under 
the building. The riders rolled to a place of 
safety a box car containing tobacco.

Curacac Files Several Complaints. 

The island has complained of the seizure 
by Venestela of four Dutch vessels plying 
between Aruba and Curacao, both Dutch 
possessions. Protests have been made 
against the imprisonment of the crews, the 
opening of official correspondence by Vene- 
guelan officials, the prohibiting of foreign 
laborers from working on vessels in Vene- 
zuelan ports, the decrees issued by President 
Castro prohibiting the transshipping of cargo 
at Curacao, and the stoppage of traffic by 
Dutch vessels between Venezuela and

Garbed as if for Party, German Off- 
cial Wields Ax on Grete Beier, the 
Slayer of Fiance. 


FREIBERG, Saxony, July 22.—Grete Beier, 
18 years old, daughter of the mayor of Frei- 
berg, wae beheaded last night for the mur- 
der of a wealthy civil engineer named Pref- 
fier, to whom she was engaged to be mar- 
ried, her executioner, while performing his 
grewsome duty, wearing evening clothes. 

The executioner reached the city last night. 
He carried a box containing the ax and 
a handbag in which were the evening clothes, 
The wearing of this garb is an official re- 
quirement of the somber occasion, 

Preparations for the execution at the prison 
had been completed, and the man did his 
work quickly and privately and departed 
from Fretberg as quietly as he came. The 
executioner is an anonymous person, sent 
from Dresden on the announcement that the 
king of Saxony had refused to pardon the girl 
for her crime. 

At her trial it was proved, and she admit-

by, also forged, saying he feared to lose her 
love through the revélations of a dishonor- 
able Najson. 

Grete fell under suspicion about a month 
after the crime through a love letter she 
wrote to ah unworthy man. hinting at what 
she had done.

CHURCH FIGHTS FRENCH LAW.

PARIS, July 22.—The church has taken a 
bold stand in its fight against the law which 
provides for a separation of the church and 
state. Notification has n made by Mer. 
Marty, bishop of Montaubon, that any Cath- 
olic purchasing church property would suffer 
excommunication. This warning frightened 
prospective buyers of the chateau of Mon- 
tauriol, and the property brought less than 
half its value. 

The municipality has sued to test the legal- 
ity of the bishop's action. 

Bishop Marty, who arrived recently from

Count Ferdinand was in command of that 
daring cavalry reconnaissance of July 31, 
1870, on French soil, in which several Ger- 
man troopers and aleo an Englishman serv- 
ing in the German army, Lieut.

years’ war, the seven years’ war, and the 
German war of liberations from Napoleonie 
thralldom at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century. They have always been fighters, 
and one of the nephews of the aeronaut, 
Count Henry Zeppelin, fell as captain of a 
Boer commando in the war in South Africa 
in 1899.

The grounds of policy given are, 
however, a little dubious. It ia true that 
a ruling to the contrary would in theory 
throw upon the shipper of, say, a dozen 
eggs the burden of ascertaming what is 
the lawful published rate, which might 
prove so technical a problem that his 
commercial impulse would be discouraged 
by the difficulty. But im practice the 
small shipper and even the general ship- 
per would have no occasion for fear of 
prosecution, partly because there are too 
many of him and partly because in the 
main the rate given him is the legal rate. 
In theory, of course, the law is equal 
upon all men, and the court was perhaps 
in legal duty bound to consider the case 
theoretically from the standpoint of the 
general shipping public. It is true also 
that the immediate effect of the Landis 
decision was to frighten many shipping 
interests, who drew the logical conclu- 
sions exptessed now by the reviewing 
court. 

However, the unbiased layman will feel 
some doubt that the decision on this point 
will really serve the end aimed at by 
the interstate gommerce law. That law is 
aimed at secret concessions because such 


improvement in the interest of the whole 
people and not in the interest of the 
Michigan avenue property holders. That 
has an agreeable sound. But no sensible, 
honest, public spirited citizen will ask 
for an expensive improvement which is 
not in the public interest. It is unfair 
for the proponents of the elevated high- 
way to insinuate that those who believe 
in a surface boulevard are actuated by 
selfish motives.

Gemen Advances to 6 and Buying Is

It ie probable that some time next week 
there will be a meeting of the national banke 
of Chicago for the purpose of considering 
the organization of a national currency as- 
sociation, in accordance with the Aldrich- 
Vreeland bill. Joseph T. Talbert, vice pres 
ident of the Commercial National bank, has 
sent to different local national institutions a 
lter suggesting that some action be taken. 
‘Inasmuch as Mr. Talbert is one of the Chi- 
cago members of the currency commission 
of the American Bankers’ association, the 
initiative not improperly devolved upon him. 
While there are some questions pending be- 
fore the secretary of the treaeury relative to 
membership in national currency associa- 
| tions, it has still been thought advisable by 
practically all of the local national banks to 
take preliminary organigation steps. Fol- 
lowing is the letter which the banks have re- 
celyed from Mr. Talbert: 


Mr. Talbert’s Letter. 

It has occurred to ue that the present 
period of dullness and easy money affords 
an opportune time for the organization ofa 
currency association among Chicago banks 
under the new currency act. The formation 
of an association at this time could not be 
misconstrued by the public and, there- 
_fore, would not cause any apprehension in 
business circles, However unsatisfactory the 
law may be, and however remote the time 
may be when currency could be taken out 
under it, it seems the duty of the banks to 
' organize, not only for the purpose of placing 
themselves in position to receive whatever 
| benefits may be derived from the law should 
occasion ever arise to use it, but that they 
may be prepared to give the public all the 
protection possible under the act. If such 
organizations are practicable, it will certainly 
be safer to organize immediately than to 
wait until a crisis is at hand. 

In order to have a full discussion and 
interchange of views on the subject, I beg 
to inquire whether it would be agreeable to 
you to attend or have a representativeof your 
bank at a meeting if one be called for that 
purpose shortly. This mieeting would, of 
course, include only representatives of the 
national banks eligible to membership under 
the law, and would be entirely independent 
of the present association of clearing house 
banks. 

I shall be glad to hear from you and if 
favorable replies are received from a suffi- 
client number of banks the meeting will be 
ealled in the near future.“ 


Treasury Department Rulings. 


A question has arisen concerning the abil- 
ity of banks to get In or get out of a national 
currency association. To date the secretary 
of the treasury has held that when à bank 
complied with the terms of the act he could 
exercise no discretion in admitting or re- 
fusing to admit a bank to an association. 
Inasmuch as each bank in such an associa- 
tion has one voice in electing the officials of 
the association, it has been thought that 
an institution of minor importance might ex- 
ercise power beyond its deserts. 

So far as Chicago is concerned. there seems 
to be good reasons for believing that no undue 
assumption of influence will be exercised. 


It is to be expected that the leading banks 
ij now in the Clearing House association win 
have the dominating influence in the Nationa! 
} Currency association which may be organ- 


ized. It is practically certain, therefore. that 
no one of the banks which now clears 
through a member of the Clearing House 
association will undertake in the Currency 
association to assume a position not at pres- 
ent enjoyed in its relation to the Clearing 
House aseociation. 

A few of the banks have suggested that, In- 
asmuch as J. B. Forgan and George M. 
Reynolds of the clearing house committee 
are away. that action be deferred until their 
return. But Mr. Forgan and Mr. Reynolds 


* will not be back in Chicago until September. 


The organization of a National Currency as- 
sociation is a public duty expected of the 
national banks. and the absence of two in- 
dividuals will not interfere with the simple 
organization of a National Currency associa- 
tion under the banking act and the rulings 
of the treasury department. 


Sheffield Stee] and Iron. 

J. C. Maben, president of the Sicss Shef- 
field Steel and Iron company, is quoted as 
saying that no proposition has been made to 
the controlling interests in the company by 
the United States Steel corporation. So far 
as is known, no negotiations for the acquist- 
tion of the Sloss Sheffield company are under 
way. 

United States Steel. 

Directors of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion will meet next Tuesday for the pur- 
pore of issiung a statement of earnings for 
the quarter ended June 30. Dividends will 
also be acted upon at the same time. So 
far as indications go, there will be no change 
in dividend rates. Earnings for the second 
quarter of the calendar year will, it is said, 
compare favorably with those of the first 
quarter when the total was $18,229,000. 


Draw Down New York Credits. 


Exchange on New York has dropped to 
discount. The quotations yesterday indicated 
the poseible beginning ofa draft on New York 
for currency. There is nothing unusual, 
ordinarily, about New York exchange being 
at a discount in July, and there may be spe- 
cial reasons for the current quotations. 
There will be bankers. hewerer. who will 
regard the exchange situation with a great 
deal of interest. The experience of not be- 
ing able to collect the money due from one 
bank to another, which began Oct. 26, 1907, 
has not been forgotten, and while funda- 
mentally the money situation is easy, it can 
readily be stiffened. 

When it is said that naturally money 
should rule at low rates, it is meant that 
the halt in general business has been such 
as to lessen the demand for accommodation. 
Borrowers who formerly asked for large 
amounts of credit are now asking for but 
little. The reports of the state banks of Chi- 
cago showed this change in conditions & far 
as it related to an important class of bor- 
rowers. The market for commercial! paper 
also reflects the relative dullness in bus! 
ness. 

It is apparemt therefore that no normal 
demand exists at this time for special accom- 
modation, or suggests, so far as borrowers 
are concerned, that the banks be careful of 
their cash resources. It follows that any 
special building up of reserves must be arti- 
ficial, due to temperamental reasons rather 
than actual business conditions.

OUTLOOK IN METAL TRADES. 


Both Leading Journals Agree Improve- 
ment Is to Be Expected by the 
Dealers. 


NW YORK, July 22.—[Special.]—The Iron

with some complaint of irregularity in prices 
in some finished lines of iron and steel.
